INSTALLATION 


OF THE 


KNIiGHTs of the GARTER. 


HE Knights Commiſſioners 
appointed to inſtall the elect- 


ed Knights, together with 
the other Knights not named in the 


Commiſſion, being compleatly robed 


in the Habit of the Order, meet at 
the great Chamber in the Dean of 
Windſor's Apartments, where the 
ſeveral Ofhcers of the Order attend 
in their proper Habits.

The Knights elect come in their 
under Habits only, with their Caps 


and Feathers in their Hands. 


Such Knights as are not in the 
Commiſſion, are firſt conducted to 
the Chapel, preceded by the Poor 
Knights, Canons of Windſor, and 
Officers at Arms all in their proper 
Habits, who, on entering of the 
Choir, make their uſual Reverences 
of Bowing firſt to the Altar, and 
then to the Sovercign's-ftall, after 
which they are ſeated. in their re- 


ſpective ſtalls. | 


Then the Poor Knights, Canons, 
Sc. return to the Dean's Hall, from 
whence the Proceſſion begins; thus, 


Poor Knights, twy and wo, 
Canous, two and two.

Regiſter of the Garter (being Dean 
of Windſor) with Garter King at 


Arms on his Right Hand, and the 


Uſher of the Black-Rod on his left, 
in their crimſon Sattin-mantles. 


Then the Knights Commiſſioners in 
their Robes, and covered with their 
Caps and Feathers. 


Thus the Knights are conduct- 
ed into the North iſle of the Cha- 
pel, where they all make a ſtand, 
while the Knights ele& retire to 
their Seats placed behind the Altar, 
and the three Officers, Regiſter, 
Garter, and Black-Rod, enter into 
the Chapter houſe ; and after them 
the Knights-Commiſſioners, who 
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ſeat themſelves at the Table accord- 
ing to their Seniority. 


Then Garter preſents the Com- 
miſſion to the ſenior Knight, who 
gives it to the Regiſter to read; 
which being done it is returned to 
him again, who re- delivers it to the 
Regiſter to be entered. 


Garter is then ſent to conduct the 
ſenior Knight elect to the Chapter 
houſe door, where he is received by 


the Commiſſioners, and in the ſame 
manner the other Knights elect are 
conducted, one by one, according 
to their ſeniority. 


Garter then preſents the Com- 
miſſioners with the Surcoat, which 
is of crimſon Velvet, who inveſt 
the ſenior elect Knight therewith,

Regiſter at the ſame time reading 
this Admonition. 
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« Take this Robe of crimſon to 
the Increaſe of your Honour, 
and in token or ſign of the Moſt 
Noble Order you have received, 
wherewith you being defended, 
may be bold, not only to fight, 


but alſo to offer yourſelf to ſhed 


your Blood, for Chriſt's Faith, the 
Liberties of the Church, and the 
juſt and neceſſary defence of them 
that are oppreſſed and needy.” 


Then Garter preſents the crimſon 


velvet Girdle to the Commiſſioners, 
who buckle it on over the ſurcoat. 


Then the Hanger and Sword, 


which they alſo gird on.

The fame is repeated to all the 

Knights elect, according to their Se- 
niority. 


The Commiſſioners then, (leav- 
ing the Knights elect in the chapter- 
houſe) proceed to the choir to offer 
up the Hatchments, vis. the Banners, 


Swords, and Helmets of the deceaſed 
Knights in the following Order; 


The poor Knights, two and two, 
enter firſt, making their uſual Re- 
verences, and proceed up as near as 
they can to the Rails of the Altar. 


The Canons follow, two and two, 
making the like Reverences, and 
ſtand below the poor Knights, ex- 
cepting two, who goto the Altar, 
in order to receive the Hatchments 


as they are offered. 
Pur- 
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Purſuivants and Heralds at Arms 
two and two, next enter, making 
their Reverences alſo, and place 
themſelves below the Canons. 


Garter, Regiſter, and black Rod, 
follow in the ſame Manner, and ſtand 
before their own Seat. 
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Laſtly, The Knights Commiſſio- 
ners enter, and after making their 
Reverences, ſtand under their Ban- 
ners, before their reſpective Stalls. 


Garter King at Arms then ad- 
vances to the Middle of the Choir, 


where he makes his Reverences, and 


then repairs to the Hatchments of 


the deceaſed Knights taking up the 
Banners, which he holds almoſt 
roll d up; the other two Kings at 


Arms then meet, making their Re- 


verences,

verences, and paſs down to the 
Knights Commiſſioners, who there_ 
on join, and receiving the Banners 
from Garter, making their Reve- 
rences, and being preceded by the

two Kings at Arms, carry the ſame 
to the Altar, where, kneeling down, 
they deliver them to the two Ca- 
nons, who place them upright on 
the South Side of the Altar, then 
the Commiſſioners return to their

former Station ; | 


Then the two eldeſt Heralds meet, 
and after the ſame Manner conduct 
the Commiſhoners who carry up the 


ſword, the Hilt being upwards, 


which is offered in like Manner, and 
return as before. | 


. Laſth, the two next Heralds alſo 
meet, and conduct the Commiſſion- 
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ers bearing the Helm and Creſt 
which is likewiſe offered, and being 
returned to their former Station, the 
| Proceſſion is then made to and from 
the Chapter-houſe, conducting the 
ſenior Knight elect to the Choir, 
walking between the two Commiſ- 
ſioners with his Cap and Feathers in 
his Hand, Garter carrying before 
him the Mantle, Hood, great Col- 
lar and George, and the Book of 
the Statutes on a Velvet Cuſhion. 


Having entered the choir, and 
made the uſual Reverences, he is 
then conducted into the Seat below 
his Stall, where he takes the follow- 
ing Oath, being adminiſtered by the 
Regiſter of the Garter.

Then the Knight elect enters his 
own Stall, the ſenior Commiſſioner 
going before him, and the junior 
Commiſſioner wy ws Regiſter 
and Garter entering into the Seat 
under it, where Garter preſents the 
mantle to the Commiſſioners, who 
invelt the Knig it ele& therewith, 
Regilter

the Admonition.

Garter then preſents the Hood to 


the Commiſſioners who put it over 


the Knight's right ſhoulder, bringing 
the Tippets athwart his Breaſt, and 
tucking them under his Girdle. 


The great Collar and George is

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then preſented which they faſten over 


the Mantle and Hood upon the 
Knight s ſhoulders, Regiſter at the 
fame time reading the e Ad- 
monition. 
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« Wear this Collar about thy 


Neck, - adorned with the Image 
of the bleſſed Martyr and Soldier 
of Chriſt St. George ; by whoſe 
imitation provoked, thou mayſt 
ſo overpaſs both proſperous and 
adverſc encounters, / that having 
ſtoutly vanquiſhed thine Enemies, 
both of Body and Soul, thou 
mayeſt not only receive the praiſe 
of this tranſient combat, but be 
crowned with the Palm of eter- 


nal Victory.“ 


Garter then preſents the ſtatute 


Book, which the ſenior Commiſſi-

oner delivers to the ele&t Knight, 
and then placing the cap and Fea- 
thers on his Head, they feat him in 
his Stall; whereon - the Officers of 
the Order retire, making their uſual 
Reverences, and ſtand before their 
own Seat. The Knight being thus 
inſtalled, he riſes up, and makes his 
reverences, firſt to the Altar, and 
then to the Sovereign's Stall ; the 
Commiſſioners then embrace and 
congratulate him, after which they 
deſcend into the middle of the choir, 
and make their reverences and re- 
turn to their former Stations under 
their reſpective Banners, from whence 
the Proceſſion is again made to the 
Chapter-houſe as before, conducting 
cach Knight elect ſingly, according to 
their Seniority into the choir, where 
the ſame ceremony is again repeated. 
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After all the Knights are inſtalled, 


the Commiſſioners then aſcend their 


| Stalls, which having done they make 
their uſual reyerences ; then the 
Officers of the Order, Officers at 


Arms, Canons and Poor Knights, 
after having made their reverences, 
retire to their reſpective Seats, and 
Prayers begin as follows,

The Poor Knights, and Officers 
at Arms range themſelves in their 
former order, and make their uſual 
Reverences, then'Garter riſes from 
his ſeat, and repairs to the middle 
of the choir, and there makes his 
Reverences, from whence he comes 
before each knight's Stall, and ſum- 
mons them to deſcend, beginning 
with the Juniors, and ſo proceeding 
to the Seniors, who deſcend, in pairs 
if companions, otherwiſe ſingly, and 
then ſtand under their reſpective 
Banners; Garter again makes his 
reverences and returns to his ſeat, 

then

then the two Provincial kings at 
Arms meet, make their reverences, 


and repair to the ſenior knights if 
companions, otherwiſe to the ſeni- 
or knight alone, and conduct him 
to the rails of the Altar, where the 
knight kneeling down offers Gold 
and Silver into the Baſon, which is 
held by the two canons who offici- 
ate at the Altar. Then with the uſual 


reverences he returns to his Stall. 


In like manner the two ſenior He- 
ralds conduct the next knight, or 
knights, if companions, who alſo 
make their offerings and return ; the 
ſame is done by all the knights ei- 
ther ſingly or in Pairs, after which 
the officers at Arms make their 
reyerences in a Body, and ſtand in 
their former places; the Poor knights 
alſo return. to their ſeats ; then the 
Benediction is read, which 1 
the Prayers.

Garter then goes into the middle 
of the choir,, and makes his obei- 
ſances, from whencehe repairs before 
the knights ſtalls, beginning withthe 
junior, ſummoning them to deſcend, 
who after making their reverences 
come down, and meeting below do 
the like again, and then retire under 
their Banners. The ſame is repeated 
to and by all the knights, ending 


with the ſenior. 


From hence the Proceſſion begins in 
the following order. 
1. Marſhall men, two and two. 
2. Poor knights, two and two. 
3. The king's Houſhold Drums, 
4. Trumpets. 
5. Kettle Drums, 
6. 'Trumpets. 
7. Canons of. indſor, two and two 
8. Purfuivants at Arms. 
9. Heralds at Arms, two and two. 
10. Kings at Arms. 
11. Garter, regiſter, and Black

x2, Knights of the Garter accord- 
ing to their ſeniority, the juniors 
going firſt, having their Mantles or 


Trains fupported by the bnging Boys 
of the chapel. 


13. Laſtly, a Detachment of the 
Yeomen of the guard cloſe the Pro- 
ceſſion, whichismade from the church 
through the court to the king's guard 
chamber, where a grand and magnift- | 
cent entertainment is prepared for the 
Knights, who are always accompa- 
nied with as great a Number of No- 
blemen and Gentlemen as can conve- 
niently fit at the Table; at the lower 
| end of which is erected a large 
Scaffold for the King's band of Mu- 
fic. There is alfo another Scaffold 

erected from one end of the room 
to the other, which will contain ſe- 
veral hundreds, for the reception of 
Gentlemen and Ladies. 


Dinner being ſerved up, at the 
ſecend courſe, Garter, with all the 
Officers

officers at Arms following him, pro- 
ceeds from the lower end of the 
room, to the place where the in- 
ſtalled knights fit, where he pro- 
nounces Largeſſe, the junior knight 
ſtandingup uncovered, He then pro- 
claims the knight's Style, or Titles,” 
aloud, and then all the Officers of 
ö Arms together cry Largeſſe. In the 
ſame manner, Garter proclaims the 
Titles of all the new knights, after 
which making their obeiſances, they
